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A Ten Meter Converter for the 1155 


By Ray Brown, Ve 5 RB 


Here is a simple converter circuit I used in 
my R1155 receiver to tune in the ten and 
eleven meter bands. I found it so satisfactory I 
am submitting it so that owners of 1155 and 
other surplus receivers may benefit from my 
experiments. 

The unit is so small it will fit right inside 
your present set, has only one control (on-off), 
and gives you calibrated tuning on ten and 
eleven. 

Figure 1 is the complete diagram of the 
converter and figure 2 shows how the two 
APC15 condensers and tube sockets are mount- 
ed on a piece of aluminum 3%” by 3%”. All 
components except the on-off switch are 
mounted on one side of this aluminum sheet 
and the tubes plug into the other or top side. 

The converter is mounted below the chassis 
in the 1155 just behind where the Jones plugs 
were originally. Another aluminum panel cov- 
ering this hole on which is mounted the DPST 
switch. Holes are drilled in the chassis of the 
receiver allowing the tubes to protrude above 
the chassis, also two small holes through which 
to tune the two condensers by screwdriver. 

Start wiring the unit by running a ground 
connection from the tuning condenser, tube 
socket and tie point as shown Fig. 2. Next wire

in the bypass condensers between the various 
socket connections and the common grounded 
tie point, soldering in the resistors with the 
same operation. 


The coils are wound on opposite ends of a 
half-inch diameteer form three inches long, 
and the leads solder directly onto the con- 
densers and socket terminals with as short 
leads as possible, This places the coils directly 
over the tube sockets. The leads to the -witch 


and heater circuits, also to the P™ n re- 
ceiver, are left long until the w , otted 
into the receiver. 2 

When converter is fastened in / leads 
can be run to the switch and t=: + osest 


heater and B+ terminal in the set. I ran the 
RF grid lead back through a grommeted hole 
into the coil compartment of the receiver and 
soldered it to the switch point which connects 
to the grid of the Ist RF tube when switch is 


on band 2.—The capacity of this lead will 
detune the RF stage-slightly on band 2, so ad- 
just the RF trimmer on a 7Mc signal to re- 
align the receiver. 


Now put converter on and tune the oscillator 
to exactly 23000 Ke with C2. The RF stage 
should be tuned to 28500 Ke with C1. The 
antenna coil of converter was connected to two 
small jacks with a length of 72-ohm Amphenol. 
Now all you have to do to tune ten meters is 
put converter switch on, receiver on band 2, 
and tune in ten meter signals between 5 and 
6.7 megacycles on the receiver. Add 23,000 Ke 
to the dial reading on receiver and it will give 
you the frequency to which you are tuned.

October has been a difficult month for Net 
operation. QSB, QRM, skip, hydro failures 
and about everything the fates could throw 
at us have been our lot. In spite of all this, 
the gang has done a good job. Much can be 
said for operators who carry on through such 
adverse operating conditions, and perhaps the 
experience will stand us in good stead at some 
future time. 

ARL Texts—The Christmas traffic season 
will soon be upon us, when seasonal greetings 
will be the order of the day. Many of these 
will be handled in the form of ARL Texts, and 
it behooves every operator to become ac- 
quainted with the proper handling of these 
short-cut messages. A list of these texts is 
found on the reverse side of Message Number 
Sheet Form 3. Assuming that greeting No. 
57 is chosen, the following is how this message 
will be transmitted: “NR 10 W1AW ARL 2 
Newington Conn Dec 20 (address) BT Fifty 
seven BT (sig).” Had we chvusen_ greeting 
No. 60 the check would have been ARL 1. The 
important thing for a receiving opr of an 
ARL Text to remember is that he must trans- 
late the message to read in the form of the 
complete greeting, which is “Wishing you the 
best Christmas ever,” before delivery to the 
addressee. Never deliver a meaningless num- 
per as a text, as is sometimes done by oprs 
unacquainted with the proper handling of 
ARL Texts. 

Traffic reports are made up for the calendar 
month and should be forwarded at end of each 
month to Ve3CP at Windsor for QST and 
this same report sent to XTAL in Toronto. 
These may be sent by mail or through network 
channels that will deliver them to their des- 
tination. The latter method is recommended 
as message handling is what our nets are for, 
and it is necessary that we use the means at 
our disposal to keep our tfe handling ma- 
chinery in good running order. 


To qualify for NET CERTIFICATE a 
station must QNI at least 10 umes and other- 
wise show an interest in the net and traffic. 
The following stations, having met these 
qualifications, have been issued with the 
necessary document: 1, Ve3ATR; 2, Ve3IA; 
8, Ve8AIL; 4, Ve3BCP. 

If anyone has attempted to QNI during 
the past month and did not receive recogni- 
tion, or has in any other way appeared to be 
neglected, please accept our humble apologies. 
We blame it largely on conditions and trust 
you will keep on trying.

I found that phase modulation very simply 
and economically can be added to the VFO 
described in September, 1946 QST, page 13, 
by making a few modifications to the output 
stage. 


These changes are shown on the diagram. 
The plate circuit must be triode connected, and 
a tuned circuit incorporated with output on 
the 80-meter band. This results in greater 
output for driving a doubler stage and many 
of you have probably already modified the 
output stage to a tuned circuit. There is ample 


signal on the band you are going to operate on, 
and then making checks on the air, Experience 
will soon tell you the best setting for each 
band. 


This same circuit can be incorporated in any 
VFO, or a separate stage of the same circuit 
could be installed between two stages of your 
present rig if necessary, and works equally 
well with xtal control. On the air contacts 
have proved this circuit to give excellent re- 
sults, comparable to AM, and free from BCI 
of the blanketing type.

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room for mounting the coil and tuning con- 
denser under the chassis. The knob for adjust- 
ing the tuning condenser can be brought out 
through either the side or top of the main 
chassis, The condenser marked C serves to 
reduce the deviation of the higher audio fre- 
quencies in order to obtain a flatter audio 
response, as it is a characteristic of phase 
modulation to have greater deviation as the 
audio frequency is increased. It may be neces- 
sary to experiment with value of this condenser 
in order to obtain the best results in each in- 
dividual case. A value of .002 is recommended, 
but in the writer’s case a value of .0004 was 
found to give better results on 10 and 20 
meters, It is not possible to get sufficient de- 
viation with the condenser in the circuit when 
the output from the transmitter final is on 
the 75 meter band, therefore switch S1 was 
incorporated to remove the condenser from the 
circuit for operation on this band. 

The audio power can be taken from your 
present Class B driver stage, or could be taken 
from the output of your receiver, using the 
receiver audio system as the speech amlifier. 
It takes only about % watt of audio power. 
The deviation is controlled by the gain control, 
and can best be set by listening to your own

BEEF DEPT, . . . There’s not enough Ve2 traffic and 
emergency operators! As a radio amateur, is your exist- 
ence justified by the service you have to offer to your 
community? Basically, amateur radio is a hobby, but as 
our numbers have steadily increased, we have found our- 
selves more and more depended upon by the public. The 
many thousands of amateurs who served in the services 
during the war, definitely gave amateur radio our much- 
wanted recognition. However, let us not be satisfied to 
rest on these laurels. Let us continue to serve here at 
home to enlarge and strengthen the prestige we have 
received. When the need arises to serve, be it a local or 
national mergency, or the handling of personal messages, 
are you, as one of us, able to do your part? If your 
answer is “yes,” you are an exception to the rule and a 
worthy addition to amateur radio and your community. 
If your answer is “no,” then shouldn’t you do something 
about it? If you're like most amateurs, you’re not quite 
sure of the first step to take to really do something.

While you're at it, ask 
him to advise you on where you can obtain some practical 
experience. He'll be glad to he'p you out. Most likely he 
will direct you to an existing traffic net. Then you 
should do a lot of. ening to study the net routine. 
When you have an idea of how things work, get in touch 
with the Net Control Station. He’ll be glad to fit you in 
with the boys. If you shou'd hesitate to proceed along 
these lines because you feel you’re not a traffic man. 
then let it be known that experience isn’t necessary! 
Just your interest! You'll meet fellows, who, like your- 
self, are willing to learn to be of service to their com- 
munity. If you don’t think it’s fun and a great change 
from the monotonous QSO operating you are now doing, 
then ask a fellow who is engaged in this work! Get in 
touch with vour Section Communications Manager, G. A.
